The windup of the longest Par- 


liament since the 17th century 
was accomplished In preparation 
for the July 5 election which 
neither the dominant Conservative 
party nor the Lnboritcs profess 
to want—and it came even as 
Britain was marshalling forces 
for the dedisive phases of the war 
against Japan. 


The Conservatives have accused 


the Labor party of forcing the 
election by refusing to continue 
m the wartime coalition until the 
defeat of Japan. On the other 
hand, the Laborites accuse the 
Conservatives of precipitating the 
election in an attempt to profit 
by Churchill's present popularity. 
Lines ,wcre drawn 'up for the 


political battle even as many key 
decisions yet were to be made 
concerning postwar Europe. The 
Conservatives are standing solidly 
behind their platform of "Free 
Enterprise," and the Laborites are 
calling for 'nationalization of key 
industries, including public con- 
trol of the Bank of England.
